The Packers were one 
of the first teams to use a block- 
ing quarterback, and their tricky 
offensive style has been copied by 
‘more than one college team. 
Lambeau starred during World 


Notre Dame university, playing 
with the immortal George Gipp 
under Knute Rockne. After the 
war he organi ickers, 
and has coached them until the 
present day. 

Curly was the first professional 
coach to lay great stress upon the 
forward pass as an offensive 
weapon, and as a result a major- 
ity of the Packer touchdowns 
have been scored through the 
air. He still dons gridiron togs for 
practice purposes, and maintains 
a thriving insurance business in 
Green Bay. 


HENRY BRUDER 
BLOCKING QUARTERBACK 


“Hard Luck Hank” of North- 
western university still is carry- 
ing on in professional football, 
where he has carved out a great 
career. Bruder was an all-Ameri~ 
‘ca selection when he starred at 
vanston, and after graduation he 
joined the Packers, remaining 
‘with Green Bay ever since. 
Furthermore, he established his 
family here (he is a married man 
‘with one gon) and fs the proprie~ 
tor of a tire shop. Bruder stands 
an even six feet in height, is 29 
years old, and always weighs a 
Uttle better than 200 pounds.

‘The team is now owned by the 
Green Bay Football corporation, 
in which clty officials and prom- 
inent citizens act as directors, 
Voluntary contributions also have 
played their part 'in keeping the 
Packer financial ledger clear. 

‘The community spirit and pride 
which has come to the rescue of 
the team in every one.of its diffi~

‘A stockholder in tho corpora 
tion carries no more, welght 
among the . curbstone “coaches 
than anyone else, and in fact may 
even be placed on the defensive 
among those experts of the hot- 
stove league. 

‘The stockholders receive no 
profits whatsoever, all profits go 
to Sullivan Post American Leg- 
fon, and have for the past fifteen, 
years, There has never becn a year 
Since ‘arrangement with the legion 
was made that the organization 
4id_not pay a dividend to the post 

‘The Legion in turn polices the 
grounds at all home games.” The 
automobile parking, keeping or 
der on the grounds, inspection of 
the stadium and such chores are 
all handled ‘by, the . ex-service 
men in return for thelr-share of 
the proceeds, Out of the arrange~ 
ment there is a benefit to the cor~ 
poration, and.the public, ‘There is 
no federal tax on tickets to Pack- 
er home games. The Green Bay 
Legion post is very prosperous. Tt 
‘owns its own club house. and is 
entirely free of debt. ‘The post 
‘hae sbout 600 members andevery 
vone Is a rabld football fan, ‘and-a 
‘eurb stone coach, 


Play by play accounts of 
Packer games when they are 
played out of town are brought to 
fans throughout Wisconsin and 
especially in Green Bay through 
broadcasts which four radio sta- 
Hons have arranged each Sunday. 
‘The stations also broadcast all the 


of the announcers working the 
Packer games, handling them for 
‘WTMYJ in Milwaukee. Two Green 
Bay stations, WHBY and WTAQ, 
and a La Crosse station also 
handle the games. There are two 
‘Specially constructed broadcasting 
Booths on top of the grandstand 
at City stadium. 

‘Winnle is sent to Green Bay for 
the games and also goes on the 
road with the team except when 
it is on its Eastern swing, The 
games are handled by telegraphic 
Teports from the East, 


‘The Packer team always has 
been an inspiration to high schoo} 
football teams in this section of 
the state. As a special aid to these 
‘teams, so that their coaches may 
give them some fine points on 
the way the game is played, the 
Packer management each year in 
Vites high school teams to attend 
the games as a unit with their 
coach, and offers special low rates 
on tickets, Scores of school 
elevens annually take advantage 
of the offer, 


Sellout gates for most of the 
leading games played in Green 
Bay, especially against such tra~ 
ditional rivals as the Chicago Car- 
dinals and Bears, indicate to what 
extent the fang’ of Northeastern 
Wisconsin, in addition to those re~ 
siding in Green Bay, support the 
Packers. 

‘The Bear game in Green Ba: 
Sept. 20 set an all-time record for 
attendance, with close to 15,000 
People registered at the turnstiles. 
Over 10,000 people have attended 
every league game in Green Bay 
this ‘season. 

Crowds in Milwaukee, where 
the Packers have played two 
games each of the last few sea 
sons, also indicate that all Wi 
consin is interested in its lone en- 
by in the National Football 
Jeague, and is willing to back 
it up at the gates. 


When the Green Bay pro team 
goes out of town to games in Mil- 
faukee and Chicago, special ex- 
cursion trains carry its followers 
to the big cities in droves. Many 
others make the trips by auto, so 
that there are always a good num- 
ber of home fans in the grand- 
stands to cheer the Packers on to 
vietory on foreign gridirons. 


One of the best known figures 
in Packer history is Charlie 
‘Mathys, who turned in his uni- 
form as a Packer regular some 
seasons ago. Nevertheless, he did 
not relinquish by that act’ his in- 
terest in the pro football club. 

Charlie now holds an important 
position on the board of directors 
‘of the Green Bay Football cor- 
Poration, which manages the 
Packer team. He has been a 
leader in the corporation ever 
‘since he joined the board, helping 
to shape its policies. 

Mathys played three years of 
brilliant football at Indiana, and 

down several coaching 
offers to return to his home town 
and play, with the Packers. He 
was quarterback for the Big Bay 
Blues for six years, and despite his 
‘small size was a standout in every 
game. In addition he was as fine 
a field general as the team ever 
had, and was especially known for 
his ability to return punts, 

‘The former Packer now man- 
ages a successful business in 
Green Bay, is director of a bank 
here, and is a leader in other civic 


In the olden days one of the 
features of Packer out-of-town 
‘games was the “lumberjack” band 
which followed it to Chicago and 
‘Milwaukee. Green Bay was al- 
ways taken as a city of the north 
‘woods, and although it is tar from 
“hayseed” in reality, the band and 
the husky Packer players always 
made a good crowd pleasing com- 
bination." y 

‘This same band still plays tor 
all the home Packer games, but 
minus the woodsman costumes, 
‘When the Bay team gallops out on 
the field the organization is quick 
to strike up the strains of “On 
“Wisconsin,” and it always brings 
the fans 'to their feet clapping, 
‘The band strikes up a tune 
throughout the game when there 
is cause for home-town jubilation, 


‘The Packer press service goes 
‘out each week to 60 newspapers 
in Wisconsin, Minis and Upper 
‘Michigan, and a good part of these 
papers cover the Packer games for 
their readers by sending corre 
spondents to Green Bay for the 
games. 

In recent years metropolitan 
papers have begun to give com- 


shotog= 
raphers, Press row seats at the 
games are always filled to capa- 
city, so that banner headlines are 
always assured the Green Bay 
team during the playing season. 


The Green Bay Football cor- 
poration stages a city-wide cam~ 
Paign to sell season tickets at the 
start of each football season. This 
year the drive set an all-time rec~ 
‘ord when more ‘than 1200 season 
tickets were sold, reflecting better 
Dusiness and an ever-increasing 
interest in the affairs of the local 
Pro team, 


‘The fact that Green Bay is the 
smallest city with an entry in the 
National Professional Footbal} 
Jeague probably accounts for its 
being known as the “professional 
team with the college spirit."" The 
‘whole town is loyal to the Pack 
ers and to the players, and men 
‘who Join the team soon learn that 
Yootball is a serious business in 
Green Bay, with its citizens tak- 
ing a keen’ interest in the success 
or failure of the team. = 

All members of the team are 
residents of Green Bay during the 
Season, and many remain here in 
the winter to make it their year~ 
around home. 

New training quarters were 
erected under the grandstand at 
City stadium this year at a cost of 
about $3,000 to provide for the 
convenience of the players. There 
are dressing rooms and individual 
lockers, rubbing tables and first 
‘aid equipment, in addition to stor 
ige rooms. Out-of-town teams as 
‘well as the home team dress there 
before and after the games, 

‘The squad has its own trainer, 
Dave Woodward, formerly con~ 
nected with the University of 
‘Minnesota, its own doctor, Dr. W. 
'W. Kelly, and its own property 
man, Bud Jorgenson. 

‘The team practices each morn- 
ing, and blackboard talks are held 
each evening. All players are in- 
sured, the management of the 
Packers paying a heavy premium 
for the four months of the playing 
season to provide this protection,
